A Word More About the Hawesville Tragedy 

In tbe Louisville Journal of yesterday, appeared 
a letter from W. D. May hall, of Hawesville, de- 
fending a publication in that paper of the 24tb 
alt , concerning tbe character of Thomas S. Lowe. 
Judge Mayball acknowledges that tbe names giv- 
en as referees as to the truth of that disgraceful 
publication, were used without any authority. 
Why did be not come out and state this 
fact, so soon as he saw the article in the Journal, 
so published as to induce readers to believe that it 
was absolutely signed by the names attached?' 
He permitted the article to go forth to tbe world, 
with the endorsement of the Louisville Journal

It looks 
as if it were forced by the note of McAdams, 
which, however unexpected, bad to be responded 
to, with a confession of the fraud practiced upon 
tbe community by tbe publication. 

Judge Mayhall asks Mr. McAdams to state wbat 
is false about the publication in tbe Journal cf 
the ’.i-ltL ult. We do not suppose that Mr. Mc- 
Adams. as tbs father of Lowe's widow and the 
grandlalber of bis two infant children, will feel 
like entering into a newspaper controversy about 
tbe character of bis murdered son-in-law. We 
can assure Judge Mayhall, however, that there 
are other men in this region who are ready to 
state that the publication in the Journal of the 
24 th of Match was not the truth. There are men 
about who know the facts in the case, and who 
will state them in spite of the reign of terror got- 
ten up in Hawesville by the murderers of Lowe to 
prevent the truth from going before tbe world. 
Tne lollowiug facts in refutation of the Journal’s 
publication have already been furnished us, and 
others w ill yet be forthcoming, before this most 
atrocious murder of Lowe can pass from the 
memory of the living : 

It W said that io the Utter part of the year 1854 
Ur. Lowe invited into his owu office a very quiet 
and estimable gentleman, and drawing weapons 
upon m. a denounced him iu unmeasured terms 
without the slightest provocation or previous in- 
timation of any cause of complaint. Here is a 
wiilul perversion of the truth. At tbe time Lowe 
was cicr king lor Mr. Oeo. At. Gbeialiu, at a salary 
oi fU.i per month, and the quiet gentleman en- 
vied him his situation, and tried to supplant him 
by iii ter meddling with Lowe’s business, as fol- 
lows. It was Lowe's duty to pay the colliers 
monthly. If they iailei to work the month out 
luey lorfeited their work. In violation of this 
rule the quiet gentleman advised a collier to pre- 
scut an account to Lowe for about two weeks 
work, which L. positively refused to pay. By the 
advice of the quiet gentleman the collier pre 
sented the saute account five times within a few 
hours, each time bearing some peremptory de- 
mand front fits adviser to Lowe, who refused four 
» times politely, but at last forbearan < e ceased to be 
a vircue, and he gave the quiet man a sound curs- 
ing, which bad the desired effect, as he never in- 
terfered with Lowe's business again. Thus it will 
be seen Lowe was meddled witn by one who had 
no luterest in the firm, consequently had no right 
to dictate to Lowe, who knew bis duty. 

It is said that Lowe's next demonstration was 
upon a rheumatic invalid, named Weller, whom, 
it is said, Lowe met npon the street and shot, and 
we are left to infer that he was shot merely for 
being lame. What are the facts in the case ? — 
Why, a lew days belore the shooting, Waller, ac- 
companied by his brother, went into Lowe's office, 
aud brandishing a bowie knife and two large 
bludgeons, exhausted the vocabulary of billings- 
gaie in denouncing Lowe, who being unarmed, 
had to submit for the time to the insult. But in 
a few days Lowe met bim on tbe street, and de- 
nounced him, and upon Weller’s making hostile 
demonstrations, shot him in the knee. Lowe was 
tried and acquitted by a jury of his peers, and 
public opinion sustained ttie acquittal, thinking, 
no doubt, that rheumatic individuals were out of 
their proper sphere when brandishing such wea- 
pons. 

Mr. Lowe then removed to Lewisport, a pros- 
perous village, it is said, with citizens contented 
aad happy, where he was kindly received, and did 
a good business, Ac. Well, let's see : When Lowe 
went there, all Democrats were under a ban of 
excommunication. It was boldly asserted by 
certain bullies that no Democrat should live there. 
A crowd of bullies ran E. Sandtord from town, 
toen tned Lowe, but he would not go, he said’ 
unless he weut in his coffin, and showed a deter- 
mination to sell his life as dearly as possible. 
This made tbe bullies desist for a time. Shortly 
alter this, out of toe halites named Oliver con- 
cealed himself under cover of night, and threw 
three large scale weighta at Mr. Lowe, as be was 
going from his store to his residence, in company 
with his wife, thus putting nor life in jeopardy, 
la tuia a kind reception ? If so, God save us from 
an uukmd one. In addition to this, his door was 
smeared with human excrement, and he was sub 
jeofed to ever} conceivable annoy aoce that tbe 
bullies could invent. 

It IS aatd because Mr. Pate, a timid merchant, 
Ac., presented an account to Lowe, he caned him. 
Tma is another falsehood. Pale presealed the ac 
Coustin a rough way, but Laws was not certain 
that Bern caul any discourtesy nottl a few days af 
lerwarda, w hen Lowe called to Pate in the street to 
have a conversation shout tbe matter, and Pate 
remarked, you havn’t treated me like a gentleman. 
Lowe then caned him until he begged lor quarter, 
and Lowe gave it. noon after this, twenty-one of 
the citizens signed and published in the Hawes- 
vilie Logie, a lettar denouncing Lowe la themost 
rehiuUcas mauner, and trying to fasten on him 
the cause of all the trouble tn the place, to which 
Lowe tepiied m a scathing article in the Juagie 
wbicn proved a thorough vindication of hiassalf, 
aud which brought indue time an ample apology, 
from the author of the attacking correspondence. 

Again, it is said that ** Lows made a deliberate 
and unprovoked attempt te take the life of Geo. 
bin th. Esq , one of the moat substantial and host 
ot farmers tu the country.'* Tbe author of the above 
has studiously avoided saying what kind of a man 
kxn.thwas. Smith was n baity, and had worn tbs 
ben tor years, prior te what we are about to relate. 
Finding bimaelf about to be snpplautod in public 
estimation, he resolved to intimidate Lowe, sc a 
accordingly, told a Mr. McQuady, that he (Smith; 
had shaken his fist in Lowe’s lace, which ha did 
not oiler to resent Mr. Lowe was surprised upon 
hearing tins, as there bad been ne previous mis- 
understanding between them. Shortly after thin, 
a fight occurred before Lowc’a door. L. went nut 
to see fair -play, wbsa Smith, stepping up to him 
Accompanied by About twenty el hu minions, 
who. with their coat* off, (end being armed with 
brick-bats,) surrounded Lowe, and then Smith 
said to hitn: d— n you, don’t draw any of jour 
weapons beta. Lows protested tb t be had made 
ne attempt te draw any. Smith then said, d— n 
you. den t do it, advineng toward him, i» a 
threatening attitude. Lowe then abet him the 
ball atriking his left breast, hut was nrevented 
from entering his body by some rneudic suT 
stance. Mr. Smith being pi*c<*a kore <U c ombat 
in his firtt engagement, reeolved to redeem t m 
sdf the oex- day, bi giving Lowe an inenlt in the 
Court House, thinking that the presence of the 
Judge and officers of the Court would ras train 
him, but in this he wan sadly mistaken, for Lowe 
would resent no intuit on the moment, though 
death were staring bun iin the fane. Lowe was 
on trial, and Smith being on the witness stand, 
was asked by defendant’s counsel how Lows looked 
when he fired. Smith answered that he looked 
mors like a d — d demon than a man. Lows, on 
hearing this, jumped up sod said yea, and you 
looked more like u d — d free negro, that yon are, 
than n white man. Smith then said, if the 
court don’t protect me, Til protect myself, ” end 
began to draw a pistol; thou Low# fired at him 
twice. Smith taking refugs behind n huge pillar in 
the Court tieune. thus displaying hts bravery te th* 
nseembled multitude. 



Again, it is urged that Lowe destroyed the trade 
and prosperity o? Lewisport, which is as false as 
it can be. It ia well known that Lowe brought 
trade to Lewisport that would not have gone 
there bat for him That he ever drove trade 
from tbe town is s slander, refuted by the fact that 
wren he moved to Hawesville his same customers 
followed bim up to trade with him, although Lew- 
isport was much nearer. If refutations were nec- 
essarv, none other would be required than the 
knowledge that in Lewisport Lowe began on bor- 
rowed capital, and in a few year* he made eoough 
to refund the loans and have a handsome surplus. 
Does this look like be drove trade from him? 

In relation to Mr. Lowes difficulties with 
McAdams, we have only to say that they are mis- 
represented- That he ever struck McAdams with 
a heavy cane, breaking it in pieces, is an unmiti- 
gated lie- There have been, in by -gene times, 
some little feuds between them, but after a few 
mutual explanations all ill-feeling ceased, and up 
to tbe day of Lowe's murder the best of feelings 
subsisted between them. 

It is next said that Lowe sought a difficulty 
with Judge Mayhall. This is not true. Mayhall 
is an intense American, and was a candidate for 
County Judge iu Hancock county. Lowe gave 
bim some little frivolous cut in tbe papers, such 
an one as politicians are in the habit of getting 
every dav, and taking fora joke as intended.

an one as politicians are in the habit of getting 
every dav, and taking fora joke as intended. 
Mayhall, however, suddenly and unexpectedly to 
every one, took umbrage at it, and threatened to 
cowhide the author. Lowe upon hearing this, 
avowed himse.f as the author, which was said 
came near bringing on a shooting match between 
them. But through tbe intercession of friends 
this was settled to the satisfaction of both parties, 
and so far as Lowe was concerned all thought of 
it discarded. But Mayhall, it seems, bad some 
hatred still rankling in his bosom, and did not 
fully forgive bim in life, nor will he forgive his 
memory in death. 

To tbe charge "that whenever Lowe appeared 
in an assemblage of the people the quiet aud or- 
der loving citizens retired with the deepest appre- 
hensions,” we have to say that we have often seen 
a crowd of bullies who bad assembled for tbe pur- 
pose of offering violence to some poor and friend- 
less man retire with the deepest apprehensions 
upon seeing Lowe approach the crowd. Upon one 
occasion, in Hawesville, a steamboat captain, ac- 
companied by several associates, had crowded 
around a poor man named Mills, for tbe purpose 
of whipping him for not being “all right on the 
goose.” Lowe seeing them, ana divining their ob- 
ject, rushed up to see fair play, when tbe crowd 
dispersed instanter, putting their feet down much 
after the fashion of a quarter-horse, many of them 
with such deep appretieosions that we expected 
their hair to turn white momentarily. How many 
men *u this selfish world can be found that wiil 
befriend a poor aud friendless man, when by so 
doing be ruus the risk of incurring the displeas- 
ure of several of high social position? But few 
would do it as Lowe did. 

Again, it is charged that Lowe, after tbe origin 
of the Maxwell difficulty, met with a youth from 
Cloverport, in Hawesville, and supposing him to 
be Maxwell!* friend, approached him and struck 
him several blows with a cowhide, his hand rest- 
ing tbe while on a cocked pistol. In the above 
we find a perfect nest of lies. Tbe youth men- 
tioned weighs 155 lbs., (30 lbs more than Lowe,) 
and is twenty-eight years of age, who, some nine 
months since, in Cloverport, placed himself at the 
head of a crowd of bullies,, in order to driva Lowe 
from tbe town. He waited upon Lowe, and order- 
ed him to leave. This youth of such stately pro- 
portions was loud in his denunciations of Mr. 
Lowe, suggesting tbe propriety of tying bim and 
throwing him in the river. Being surrounded by 
bis friends, be loudly proclaimed that Lowe was 
a coward, when Lowe was alone and without a 
friend on the ground. Suffice it to say that upon 
bis arrival in Hawesville, some months ago, Lowe 
cowbided him, to which he very quietly submitted, 
knowing full well that he was iu the wrong. 

That women were afraid to pass or let their 
children pass Lowe’s store for fear of a random 
shot, we utterly denv. That one family, the head 
of which had been disgraced by Lowe, said such 
things, is quite probable. But, that it was the 
truth, no one will fora moment contend. In regard 
to tbe assertion that Lowe died uDregretted iu 
bis community, we have to say, that a more stu- 
pendous lie never appeared in print, and could 
only have been uttered by a miserable craven, 
who feared Lowe during life, aDd hates him in 
death. The reasons that the community have for 
not avenging his death, are identical with those 
of Louisville lor not avenging the outrages of 
Bloody Monday. 

An Illinois haitor on Gathrie. 

One of the editors of the Daily Magnet, pub* 
lisbed at Decatur, Illinois, has lately been trav 
eling, and in his route passed through Kentucky* 
He gives a good accouut of our beloved Common- 
wealth, and her prospects for electing a clean 
Democratic ticket next August, aud has the fol- 
lowing in relation to the lion.
